& tortments, that wholoever were 
caſt thercinto counted their life mi 
terie,& their death happines. Death 
miznt come- in there witgout 
knocking, he was ſo welcome unto 
them, and fo long lookrt for. For 
this was their hard uſage, They 
were laden with 1rons,ftaryed with 
hunger,poiſoned with itench,eaten 
up with vermine, and ſo ina molt 
miſerable manner tney lived, and 
died-atlengtha long and a lingring 
dezth. There every one was judged 
moſt miſerable bur hee that was 
dead; and coutd feele no mifery, 
Whileſt they lived it w:is apuniſh 
met worſe than death,to have their 
inbitatioamongtt the dead. For the 
dead bodyeslay on heapes rotting 
amongitthe living tt ich manner 
tbar it might be truely ſaid there, 
That the deed killed the living. 
Bur the very worſt of th:fe pris 
ſons isa Puradi/e,and a moſt plei- 
{ant place, it ic be compared with 
the infornail priion of Aell.

As it 
cantzot properly be ca led a death, 
ſoit may be trucly ſaid, chatiti- no 
lite : Andas concerning them that 
have part therein, as they can- 
not properly be ſaid ever tocir,
